"May 
I ask how you are' going to 


keep them on the farm after they 
have been to A. & M. college or 'el 
where—where they have sen and 
used modern methods and conven- 
iences? 'Our luxuries of yesterday 
become necessities of today; some- 
one has said. We simply get used to 
them, and can't do without them, 


"In improving the house, I think 


the wives can do that, and you must 
blame yourself for not having done 
it before. In other words: You can 
see that the husband does it. 


"He pays his month hand $20 a
